for the purpases‘of frad2, and-to adjust by ar- 
titration or petsvaaion: all their disputes. ‘They 
were to usa all possible moderation in making 
complhiints to Chinese oficials, and not to. usa 
/menseing language unless in any extreme case, 
They’ were to svoid irritating the feelings or 
revolting the prejadicés af tbe Chinese people 
‘or Government, and to conform te. tlie laws of 
Chins while. administered with justics and 
goed faith, Duplicates of all their dispstebiea 
were to be. sent to the Govornor-Gonorel. of 
India, end-thoy. were not-to engage in trade. 
Lord Patuensrox, amplifying the instrnetions 
in n dispatch, dajed Janusry 25th 1894, diree- 
Lord Napren to announce bis arrival atCanton 
y letter to the Vieeroy, :It would, be suid, 
one of Lord Navtzi's: principal objects to 
4acortnin whether trade niight not be extendall 
to other jarte of the Chinese’ dominions,’ and 
be waa therefore to entourage any diapasision 
he might disaover in the Chinase authorities to!
